Anſw. » tom Baptiſts hath manifeſted themſelves open= 
ly to be Reptobates according to the Scripture , and there. 
fore it is no maryel why they oppole the light in others fo 
much , ſeeing they deny Chriſt the light to be come to them 
the ſecond time, and there were ſuch in the Apcſtles dayes 
that. ſought a proof of Chriſt ſpeaking in the Apoſtle Paul , 
who ſaid unto them , Examine your ſelves whether ys? be in the 
Faith, prove your own ſelves, know you not your own ſelves how that 
Feſw Chriſt 1 in you except ye be Reprobates? 2 Cor. 13. 5. and 
now you may ſee the Baptiſts, yea the very chief among them 
are Reprobates, out of the Faith the Saints were in , who 
preached Chriſt in them the Hope' of Glory, and ſaid, He is 
come that is true , and they were in him that 1s true, even 
in his Son Jeſus Chriſt; andſo they that did receive him ac 
his coming to dwell in them, he gavethem an underſtanding 
how to preach him up in others, andalſoin Heaven at the 
right hand of God; but they that do not know him cometo 
them , they do not knowhim inany other Creaturein Hea» 
ven orin earth , and where the true Chriſt the Son of God 
who is a quickning Spirit doth not Rule, there the Antichriſt 
ruleth, the ſonof perdition ruleth,the old man of fin reign» 
eth in them and over them, and he maketh them fubje& to 
{lin z and now Antichriſt is come up very highin theſe Bap- 
tiſts, avd he doth appear very boldin them , inſomuch that 
they deny the true Chriſt to be come the lecond time tothem 

or to any other Creature, but the Scripture is ſo far a witnels 

aSainſt them that all che moderate people may lee that they 

are ignorant of the things of God, and alto of the Scrip- 

rures, and ſo altogether unfic to preach unto others; for 

how can any truly preach Chriſt to come to others, that doth 

not know hu come unto themſelves , Par! was a perſecutor 

before he knew Chriſt revealed in him , but afcer it pleaſed 

God to reveal his Son in him , then he was fit to preach the 

manner of his coming in others, Gal. 1. 16, and Chriſt ſaid 

unto his Diſciples, he dwelleth with you and ſhall be in you, 

I will not leave you comfortleſs, I will cometo you, Fobr 14. 

»2. and 7oby in his Epiſtle ſaid , We know that the Son of 
God is come, and hath given us an underſtanding that we

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even in his Son Jeſus Chet”, Fobn 5. 20. here Jobn ſaid 
he is come , but the Bapriſts ſaith he is not come, and ſo are 
out of the Faith and Doftrine that the Apoſtles were in; 
and John ſpake of ſuch falſe prophets that were entred into 
the world as thele Baptiſtsare,, who confeſs not that Jeſus 
Chriſt is come in the fleſh,this is a deceiver and anAntichriſt, 
2 Jobn 7. (Mak) he doth not ſay there, he that denies that 
he was come, or ſhall come, but he ſaith, who confeſsnot that 
he is come in the fleſh (Mark chat) for both Papiſts and other 
Prieſts, and the Bapriſts and we do all believe that he did 
come in thefleſh, and was crucified without the Gates of Fen 
ruſalem , and alſo that he ſhall come at the laſt day co Judge 
the quick and the dead, according to the Scriptures; bur 
this is the great controverſie which we have with all thoſe a- 
bout this matter, that is, whether Jeſus Chriſt be manifeſted 
or come in the fleſh now according to the Scripturez but all 
that reliſt the light that lighteth every man that cometh into 
the world , they refiſt the true Chriſt which the Apoſtles and 
we ſay is come in the fleth, and they receive the Spirit of 
Antichyiſt , and become one with that, and fo refiſt the true 
light, the true comforter, the man of forrows, that purs an 
end toſin; and Foby in the Spirit orthe Spiritin Fobx, ſaid 
in the Revelation , Behold I ſtand at the door and knock, 
if any man hear my voice and open the door, I will comein 
to him, and will fup with him and he with me, Rev.3.2c. he 
that hath an car let him hear what the Spirit ſaith. 

The Baptiſt denied, That Chri/t was that crucified oftener then 
once, 

Anſw. Here you may {eethe Baptiſts chief principles are to 
deny the true Chriſt the Son of God, who proceeded from 
the Father to feck and to fave that which was loſt; but the 
Baptiſts renders evil againſt him that came for good unto all 
men, even to the loſt, roleek and to ſavethat which was loſt, 
and he giveth to every man that which is good,this is the true 
light which lighteth every man that cometh into the world, 
and this is he the Baptiſts deny, and whom the Jews were ſo 
much againſt, and did often deny him,, ſaying, Crucifie 
him, crucifie him, and releate unto us Barrabys , and he was 
crucified without the Gates at Jeruſalem , at the place which 
1s 
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is called Calvary, Luk, 22.33, there was one time ſpoke of where 
Chriſt was crucified without the Gates, and after that Joby: 
ſaid he was crucihed in the ſtreets of the great City , which 
ſpiritually 1s called Sodom and Egypt, Rev. 11.8. that was a- 
nother rime and place ſpoken of; and the Apoſtle Par! who 
had been a perſecutor, and was converted after Chriſts (uffe- 
ring (without the Gate at Fer»yſalem ) and after the Church 
was gathered and grown up (ſoas to taſte of the good Word 
of God , and the power of the World to come) then he 
writes tothe Hebrews concerning ſome that crucified to them« 
ſelves the Son of God afreſh, and puthim coan open ſhame, 
Het. 6. 6, the Son of God was the true Chriſt, which was 
crucified by the Jews without the Gates at Calvary, and in 
ſpiritual Sodom and Egypt, andalloby ſuch as departed from 
the Faith; for they crucified io themſelves the Son of God 
afreſh (take notice of that) That you may (ee plainly how 
the Baptiſts deny the true Chriſt, che Son of God, theLamb 
{lain from the roundation of the world. | 

The Baptiſts athrmed, That the Comforter ſpoken of in that 14th 
of John to come again to the Diſciples, was not Chrijt. 

Anſw. Chriſt in that , 4th of Fob (aid, che Father ſhould 
give them another Comforter; but he did not (ay it was not 
Chriſt that ſhould come to them which was then with them , 
but on the contrary ſaid, he dwellech with you and ſhall be 
in you, verſ, the 17th. and fo he was to be known afrer ana» 
ther manner,not afcer the fleſh without chem, for he was ma+« 
nifeſted unto them in that form of fleſh, and fo became of no 
reputation,and paſſed chorow outward things , and ſuffered 
the contradifions of ſinners in che time of doing his Fathers 
Will, for which he was ſent in that form; then whenall was 
fulfilled , both outward Baptiſm with water , and outward 
Circumciſion wich hands , then he ſaid, all is finiſhed, and 
gave up the Ghoſt, and went tothe Facher from wience 
he proceeded , and then was there noneceſſity of thoſe out=- 
ward things;nor Command to dothem from God as before, 
becauie chey were fulfilled, yer for a time they were a litcle 
uſed by them that came unto all in thoſerhings , rhat they 
might win ſome out of all cho:e chings(which was to c—_—

the lyar, in as much as they can , with their lying divina- 
tions of their own brain , ſaying, the Comforter there (po- 
ken of was not Chriſt, although he himſelf ſaid, I will come 
to you, and John ſaid he was come unto them, and elyey were 
in him, even in his Son Jeſus Chriſt , this 1s the true God 
and Eternal life; little Children keep your ſelves from Idols, 
1 Joha$.20, 21. 

The Baptiſts affirmed , That it was Blaſphemy to ſay that thoſe 
things fpoken of to Chrijts Diſciples in Matth. 24. was fulfilled in 
that age, 
 Aiſw, Chriſt ſaid then to his Diſciples, many ſhould come 
in his Name, ſaying, I am Chriſt, and ſhall deceive 
many, and ſaid, Lo here, or lo there is Chriſt , believe them 
not, gonot forth, for the true Chriſt was to be known with- 
in them, aid he ſaid unto them , they ſhould hear of wars 
and rumors of wars, and earth-quakes was to be, and the 
love of many ſhall wax cold, becauſe iniquity {hall abound ; 
and the Diſciples was to be afflited and perſecuted, and kil- 
ledatthe laſt of cheirage, and the Sun was to be darkned , 
and the Moon, was not togive her light for a time , and all 
theſe things is ſpoken in the 24th of Matthew, and the Scrip- 
tures there and in other places doth plainly prove that theſe 
things were to come to paſsin the Apoſtlesage;z and there- 
fore Chriſt bids them watch, and be alwayes ready , becaule 
the time was nigh, but the day and hour no man was to know 
until it came; and Chriſt ſaid to his Diſciples , Matth. 24. 34. 


Verily I ſay unto you, this Generation ſhall not paſs tiltall theſe things

be frifiled; and in the 14th werſe Chriſt ſaid , And this Goſpel 
of the Kingdom ſhall be preached in all the world jor a witneſs to all 


' Nations, and then ſhall the end come; but the Baptiſts counts 


that blaſphemy for us to affirm that” the end of all thoſe 
things was come , and ſo fulhlled in the Diſciples age before 
that Generation paſled away, asChriſt ſaid ; Further ſhall 


| prove out of the Scriptures that theſe things did come to

" Firſt concerning falſe Prophets and Antichriſts, they 
were to come unto the true Prophets and Apoſtles, to deceive 
them (ifit were poſſible) and they did ſo come as Chritt ſaid 
they ſhould 3 and the Diſciples, Apoſtles and Prophets that 
did watch (as Chriſt ſaid they ſhould) they did ſee the falſe 

rophetsand deceivers come privily in the very form of god» 
hnck,obe: denying the power thereof, 2 Tim. 7;.<. and fohbr 
ſaid jn his firſt Epiſtle 2. 15. Little Children, it is the laſt time , 
and as ye have beard that Antichriſt ſhall come , even now are there 
many Antichrijts , whereby we know it is the laſt time, and Fohn 
ſaid, Many fel(e prophets are gone out into the world, 1 John 4.1. 
but firſt they came unto the Church , but they reliſted them , 
and overcame them , and then they wentintothe world, 
and the world heard them, werſ. 4, 5. and ſo hath the world 
been deceived. ever fince the po_ dayes , in the night 
which Chriſt ſpake of tq. come wherein no man could work 
but if Iſhould undertake to declare as much as might be ſpo- 
ken of both of the true Apoſtles and Prophets, and falſe a- 
poſtles and prophets , lurely time would fail me, but this is 
a (ufficient proof for this particular ; allo the Diſciples were 
to ſee Feruſalem compalled about with Armies, and then was 
there wars, and the Sun and Moon was tobe darkned, and 
there was to beearth=-quakes, and there was darkneſs , for it 
was ſaid from the {ixth hour there was darkne(s over all rhe 
Land unto the. ninth hour , Mat. 27. 45. and when Jeſus 
cryed with aloud voice and yielded up the Ghoſt, behold, 
the vail ofthe Temple was rent in ewain,from che top to the 
butcomgand the carth did quake,and the rocks rent, and rhe 
graves were opened, and many bodies of Saints aroſe , Mt. 
27. 50,1, +2. And Chriſtfaid the Goſpel ſhould be preached 
uw 8)! the world, for a witneſs unto all Nations, (Mark) and 
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Gen.15.1+

the Goſpel had been ſo preached , he ſaid, have they not 
heard? yea verily, theiglound went 1nto all the earth, and 
their Words unto the ends of the world , Rom. nc. 18. and 
then came the end of all thoſe things according to Chriſt his 
Words 3 but the Bapriſts call that Blaſphemy. 

The Bapriſts atftirmed , That neither Abraham, nor Iſaac , 
Peter nor Paul was redeemed from the curſe, nor out of the fall , nor 
are nt yet 3 neither is Abraham, Iſaac nor Jacob in the King- 
dom. 

Anſw. The fail of man was into tranſgreflion of the righ-. 
teous Law and Command of the righteous God of Heaven 
and earib, and ſo man fell from God out of that ſtate which 
he was createdin,' into fin and iniquity, which ſeparated be= 
tween God and man, yer God hadan eye of pitty unto man 
in that fallen finful ſeparated condition, and God made a 
Covenant with man whereby man might come again unto 
bimſelf out of the fall, and che Covenant was, that the ſeed 
of the woman ſhould bruiſe the ſerpents head which temp- 
tedand led away into lin, that ſo man might come again un- 
ro God ont of lin, and ſothe Seed or Word of God (which 
was with God before the World was made) became as a 
hawmer unto rhe head of the ſerpent eo bruiſe it ; and God 
talked with Abrabam when he appeared unto him , as a nian 
talketh with his familiar Friend, and God blefſed him, and 
made a Covenant with him, and changed his name from A- 
bramto Abraham, fora Father of many Nations have I made 
theeſaid the Almighty, whole everlaſting Covenant was with:

And Neah was perfe&t and God ſaved 
him; and Erxcck was tranſlated by Faith, that he ſhould nor 
ſee death, Heb.»1. and they were redeemed our of the fall, 
and from under the curſe upto God , whoblefſed Abraham 
the Father of the faithful, and they that were of Faith pleaſed 
God,& were &are bleſſed ; but they that were of the wicked 
one, anddid alwayes reſiſt the holy Ghoſt , they were and 
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are under the curſe in the fall = the wrath of the juſt God 
comes upon them, but Enoch -and Noah walked with God, 
Gen.5.22, Gen, 6.5. and David (aid dnto thine hand I commit 
my Spirit , thou haſt redeemed me O Lord God of truth, 
P/al.z1;.-., Now the Baptiſts in the envy and. bitterneſs of 
their {piric hath manifeſted their ignorance of the >cri- 
ptures, and alſo of Redemption our of che fall , in ſaying 
thoſe notable holy men of God were not redeemed out of the 
fall.But now thus faith the Lord chat created thee O Facob and 
he that formed thee O Iſrael, fear nor, for'l have redeemed 


thee, 1 havecalled thee by my name,thou art wine, Tſai. .z.'. 1ſaj,63-9, 


and the Apoſtle Par! when he ipake even to this very thing 
concerning himſelf, and they that were redeemed from un- 
der the curſe {mark thac) be iaith, Chriſt hath redeemed us 
from the curſe of che Law, &c Gal.z. 13, and Peter (aid they 
werenot redeemed with corruptable chings,as tilver and gold, 
from your vain converſation received by tradition from your 
fathers, but with the precious blood of Chriſt , as of a Lamb 
without blemiſh & without (pot, 1 Pet. -.u45.+ 9. and (o1t doth 
appearency were redeemed unco God the Judge of all by the 
blood of the Covenant , or Lamb ſlain from the foundation 
of the world , and the Saints and Elders-which were in hea- 
ven were redeemed unto God , out of every kindred, and 
and tongue , and People.and Nation,and they. lang a new 
ſong, ſaying, Thou art worthy to take the book and to open 
the Seals thereof , for thou-walſt (lain and haſt redeemed us 
to God by thy blood out of every. kindred, and tongue, and 
People, and Nation, Revel,y.9. and the Saints conyerſation 
Was in heavengand are in the Kingdom of Heaven,although 
the tapriſts ſay, neither Abraham, Iſaac, nor Jacob was in the 
Kingdom , neither are they yet in the Kingdom faith the 
Baptiſts, who ſhuts up the Kingdom of Heaven againſt men, 
for they neither go in themſelves , neither fuffer they them 
that are entering in togom, and ſo are found in the Phari- 
fees and Hypocrites pragices,(ee Mat.23, »:.there was enter- 
ing into the Kingdom then, and there was thoſe chat did 
hinder men from going into the Kingdom then, and as 
it was then ſo it is now, aSit doth appear by thele Baptiſts 
that ſay neither Abrabam , Iſaac nor Facob was in the Kings 
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dom , and ſo are found outof Chriſts Do&rine, and altoge- 
ther contrary to his words, as they are in the Scriptures of 
trath; which are  proktable for corre&ion { of luch un- 
profitable calkers asthele envious ignorant Baptiſts are) and 
for inftru&ion of the fimple; now when Chriſt {poke of Abra- 
ham , Iſaac, and Faceb, he ſaid they were in the Kingdom, 
buvthe Baptiſts ſay they arenot in the Kingdom. Now when 
you have read the Baptiſts words, and Chrifts words, then 
tet the witneſs be Judge who is the [yar. AndIfay unto you 
that many ſhall come from the Eaſt and Weſt, and ſhall fit 
down with Abraham, andTſzac and Facob in the Kingdom of 
Heaven, Mat.$, 11. here Chriſt ſaith with Abrabam,and Iſaac, 
and 'Facob in the Kingdom cf Heaven , and in Mat :2. he 
ſpeaketh of entering into the Kingdom,and Fob» (pake of his 
brethren in the Kingdom Revel. 1.9. and Par! ſpeaks of ſome 
thac were come unto Mount Sion,unto the City of che living 
God,the Heavenly Jeruſalem, & to innumerable company of 
Angels, eo the general -Aﬀembly and Church of the tirſt born 
which are written- int Heaven , and to God he Judge cf all, 
and tothe ſpirits of Juſt men made perfe&, Heb.12.2 2.23. rhey 
were redeemed out of the fall, up co Got the Judge of all, 
and they had received the Kingdom , and were in Heaven, 
and all chat: fearech the Lord truely may ſee the Baptiſts far 
unfit to Preach the way inco the Kingdom of God; ſeeing 
they are yet in thefall and Kingdom of darkneſs,and think- 
ing all others to be fo,and there they labour(as may be ſeen 
by theſe principles of cheirs) to keep others in darkneſs and 
unbelief, and fo de not enter themlelves,neither would they 
have others to be tranſlated into the'Kingdamof the one- 
ly dear Son of God, there co find reſt aud Peace for -ever- 
more, : 

The Baptifts affirmed that no man could come into that ſtate that 
Adam was created iu on this fide the grape. 
- Axſw. This is a denying Chriſt ſuffering to do the work 


which che Father ſeat him abour, which was to {eek and to 
fave rhat which was1loft, and to 1uicken man that was dead in 
. trefpafſes and fins, and Chriſt did finiſh the work which the 
Father gave him co do 3 alchough the effe& of the Bapritts 
words is-co deny -.it. Now ſee what the Scripture faith, The 
von 
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Son of man 18 come to fave that which was loſt, Mat. 18.17, 


and the Saints were ſaved,as in 2 Tim. 1.9.1 Cor. 15.2. for fince 
by man came death, by man came alſo the reſurre&ion of 
the dead, 1 Cor.,15.21. and this the Apoſtles witnefſed and des 
clared unto them that had been dead in creſpaſles ard {ins on 
chis fide the grave, and you hath he quickned,Eph.2.1 (mark) 
for we are his workmanthip created in Chriſt Jetits unto good 
works, which God hath before ordained that we thould walk 
in them,verſe the 30. and (o they were come out of che lin 
and tran(ſgreſſion (wh:ch Adam was dead in)up coGo.l again, 
who was in Chriſt reconciling the world unto himſelf, and 
the Law of the Spiric of life did make them free from the 
Law of fin and death on this fide the grave, and then chere 
was no condemnation to them that werein Chriſt Jeſus which 
walked nos after the fleſh bur after che Spirit , and that was 
on this fide the grave, for they could do nothingagainf the 
truth but for the eruth in Chriſt Jeſus, who is the expreſle 
Image of his Fathers Perſon, and in him and by him was man 
created in Chriſt Jelus; and the Apoſtle Paz {aid on this fide 
the grave, O death where is thy ſting, O grave where is thy 
victory ? the ſting of death is fin, and the ſtrengrh of ſin 1s 


the Law, but thanks be co God which giveth us the vidtory Eccl.11.3, 


through our Lord Jelus Chriſt, 1 Cor. 15.and if victory be not 
received on this lide the grave (which chele Baptiſts fpeatof) 
it will not be at all known unto them that are cur off in their 
tins;for where the tree falleth there ic lyeth, whether it be to- 
wards theNorth or towards the (ouch, for the time is at hand, 
he that is unjuſt,let him be un juſt Rill, and he which is hlehy 
lec him be filthy ſtil1,8& he chat is righteous let him be righte- 
ous ſtill , and he that is holy lec him be holy (ill, Revel.2:.11, 
he that can receive it let him. 

Matthew Caftin one of the Baptiſts affhrmed, that if he were in 
that firſt ſtate that Adam was created in he ſhould not be mortal, ox 
thirjt y, ſick nor weary, : 

Anſw, Thou that (ayeſt neither Abraham, nor Iſaac, nor 
Peter nor Paw! was redeemed from the curſe, nor from the 
fall, and that no man could come into chat ſtate that Adm 


was created in on this lide the grave, thou haſt manifeſted »,, 


thy ſelf to be yet in the fall,in ln and darknes,and tranſgrel- 2, 


fon, 
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fion , not yet come to Adams firit eſtate ; which was a living 
ſoul, bur under the euiſe whigh 1s gone forth, as a fiery 
fiying rowl ; and in thar fallen eſtate chou haſt exalted thy 
ſelf overa people tobe their Teacher, who counts themſelves 
members of the Church of Chriſt ; for how canſ thou cell 
what thou ſhouldſt have done , that art not come ©o Adams 
firſt eſtate(mark)yet art intruding into thole things wch thou 
knoweſt not, as it appeareth by thy laying thou (houldſt nor 
be mortal, thirſty, tick nor weary, anditis 110 marvel to me 
coſee ſuch contention and contuſion among thoſe Bapriſts 
that doth own ſuch meſſengers that comes in their own 
name, which are not redeemed out of the fall into Adams 
firſt eſtate , but art in the will worſhip, beguiling unſtable 
ſouls through thy voluntary humility, mtruding into thoſe 
things which thou haſt not ſeen , vainly puft up by thy fleſh- 
ly mind, and all may read there were ſuch, Col.2 18. and 
they chat are not yet hardened among thoſe ſcattered peo- 
ple, that were once made tender (by ſomething of God in 
their conſciences which they knew not) oh I ſay let them 
with ſpeed return their minds again tothe witneſs in them, 
and that will let them ſee how the Lords hand is and hath 
been much againſt the Bapriſts ſince they reſilted the light 3 
therefore he hath ſcattered them {o much in their imagina=- 
tions, that they are divided into opinions like the Prieſts, 
and therefore it is high time for all-people that tear the Lord 
to come out from among them, and wait in the light of 
Chriſt, which would then appear to lead them out of dark- 
nels, by the footſteps of the-flock, toward the reſt at Noon, 
Cant.1,”. 

The Bapriſts at that meeting afirmed , that the light which 
we Preach ( whom they call Quakers ) they do deny, and trample 
under foot, but John [Lukes at a meeting (091 after app:aled to the 
light in every ones conſeience which Joſeph Fuce ſpoke of. 

A, Here the Baptiſts hath declared the very cauſe why they 
are in {0 much. confulion, errours and Popilh Do&rine and 
lies, and (o full of enyy and bitterneſs of ſpirit againſt us 
the people of the Lord , which bears witneſs unto the crue 
light which is Chriſt , ſeeing that they deny the lighe which 
we Preach, and trample it under foot \ as one of their chief 
Teachers 
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Teachers ſaid) but another ſaid , he appealedto the light in 
every ones conſcience, which Foſeph Fuce {pake of, which tis 
Chriſt the true light which lighceth every man that comerh 
intothe world , John 1.;. and no other do we Preach to be 
Chriſt but he that ſaid Iam the light of the world , he that 
followeth me ſhall not walk in darkneſs but (hall have the 
light of Life, Jon £.12. Jobn 12. 46, which is Chriſt the true 
light which lighteth every man that cometh into the world, 
John 1.G, and this is the light which we have Preached up ar 
the right. hand of God , who dwells in his pecple according 
co the Scriptures , and no other Chriſt do we own but he 
which all the Prophets bare witneſs of , and that Job (aid 
was the true light ,. as we have proved very plainly by the 
Scriptures,and that thouſands of people know which are not 
come yet to walk in the light, but if they do not harden 
themlelves but fear the Name of the Lord, in due time they 
ſhall know the riling of the Son of righteouſneſs wich healing 
under his wings, and the wicked ſhall ke brought down in 
them and for them, and now all moderate people may ſee 
theſe Bapriſts to be blaſted witha thick miſt , and overcome 
with grofſe darkneſs, who make it their work co deny the 
true Chriſt the Son of the onely trne God , and ſodenies the 
Fatheralſo; for no other light do we Preach to be the Chriſt, 
the Saviour,the Son of God ; but he that hath ſaid 1 am the 
light of the world, and he that believeth in him is not con 
demned, but he that believeth nor is condemned already,and 
this is the condemnation , that light is come into the world 
and men love darkneſs rather then light becauſe their deeds 
are evil, Fobn 3.19. And here their Teachers are found one 
againſt another about thelight, and now people may (eethe 
Apoſtles words are true who ſpake of ſuch boalters, proud 
blaſphemers, having a form of godlineſs bur denying the 


. Power, and now as Faxxes and Fambres withſtood Moſes, fo 


dothelealſo reliſt the eruth, men of corrupt minds , repro- 
bate concerning the faith, But they ſhall proceed no far- 
ther, for their fully (hall be made manifeſt co all men (that 
reads this with the light } as theirs alſo was, 2 Tin'.3. and take 
norice what Petcr ſaith , but there were falſe Prophets alſo a- 
mong the people, even as there ſhall be falſe Teachers among 
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you,w ho privily (hall bring $ damnable Herefies , even de- 
nying the Lord cha: bought them,and bring _ themſelves 
{wift deſtruftion , « Pet, 7.1, and theſe Baptiſts that deny the 
Erernal Spirit to be the Saviour of the world , and alſo de- 
ny the true light , and ſo they now while they are in their 
form crying up outward 'things to be Ordinances for a pre= 
rence, and ſo bring in damnable Hz-reltes. Andio did the 
Phariſees (that were exceeding wicked} cry up the Temple 
and ſuch things, and for a pretence made long prayers, 
Mat..23.14. But whoſoever (hall deny me before men, him 
will Lalſo deny before my Fagher which is in Heaven faith 
Chriſt, Mat.10.73. therefore be warned in time you that be 
not paſt feeling , for this I know, that it had been good for 
ſuch wicked blaiphemers chat they had never been born, 
chen ſo lightly and raſhly co deny the onely Son of God, 
which is the light of che world; for he that deſpiſed Msſes 
Law dyed without mercy under two or three witneſles , of 
how much ſorer puniſhment ſuppoſe ye ſhall he be thoughe 
worthy,who hath troden under foot the Son of God,and hath 
counted the blood of the Covenant wherewith he was ſan&i- 
fied as an unholy thing, and hath done deſpite unto the Spi- 
rit of grace, Heb.xc.28.29, 

Another Baptiſt at Nethurſt meeting afore mentioned af- 
firmed , That Chriſt was not a Spirit, and bid 6ue Humphery 
Killingbeck prove #- zf he cold, 

Anſw. God is a {pirit, Fobn 4.24.and Chriſt faid he and his 
Father was one, Fobn 1c. 36, and he.is a quickening Spiric the 
Scripture faith, bur the Baptiſt ſaith he is not a ſpirit, for they 


make fleſh their arm,and therefore {ook without.co know him 


afcer the fleſh, although the Apoſtles ſaid they were ro know 
him ſo no more (mark) Thus faith the Lord, Curſed be che 
man that truſteth in nan & maketh fleſh his arm, and whoſe 
heart departeth from the Lord, for he ſhall ke like the heach 
in the deſert and ſhall not ſee when good cometh, Fer. 17. 5. 
6. and blefled is the man that crufteth in the Lord and whoſe 
hope the Lord is, 7-r 17.7. and the quickening Spirit 1s both 


- Chriſt and Lord, Now concerning Jeſus Chriſt our Lord, 


how he came in the form of a man, or how he took Heh 
upon him, he was of the ſeed of Abraham and David ac- 
cording tothe fleſh, and declared to be the Son cf God with 
power 
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power according to the Spirit of holineſs by the reſurre&:on 
from the dead, Rom.1, and when the tulneſs of time was come 
God (enc forth his Son. born of a Virgin, and made under 


the Law , and then he made himfelt of no reputation, but Ge'.4, 


took upon him the form of a ſervant , and fo came under 
Tutors a1id Governours for a time, in that form of a man, 
or in that bouy which was prepared ancer theLaw, in the

and ſo fnlftilled all thote things which did {1gnife of that 
which is become more excellent untous, and fo he paſſed 
through thoie things which were but ſhadows, 1nd went to 
'1is Father from them as a ſhadow, for it 15 laid a cloud re- 
ceived him out of their tighc,and while he was among them 
in that form, he was allo reje&ted and grieved to lee their 
wickedneſs,in ſo much that he wept over them,and was taken 
by wicked hands and cruc.fied , and put to death, and flain 
and pierced by chem, and was laid in a Sepulchre (a figure) 
and role again the third day according to the Scripcures, 
and appeared unto Mary hke a gardiner , and allo he ap- 

eared unto his Diſciples in another form, Mark 16. and ſo 
C raſted death for every creature; for in him was life , and 
the life was the light of men,and he ſaid, F957 10. I lay down 
my life that I may take it again, no man taketh it from me, 
bur I lay it down of my felt , I have power to lay is down, 
andI have power to take it again ; and fo he took fleſh upon

w-nt to the Father again, and was and is one with the Fa» 
ther, and heandthe Facher are one, Fob 1 :.30. but neither 
the Jews nor thele Baptiſts doth nor ſee how 3 for they neither 
know the Chriſt of God nor the Father that ſay he is not a 
Spirir, 06.8.5. but the natural man receiveth not the things 
of the Sp-rit of God for they are fooliſhneſs unto him , nei- 
ther can he know them, becauſe they are ſpiritually diſ- 
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cerned, 1 Cor. 7.1. and RL the Baptiſts being natural 
ſaith, Chriſt is not a Spirit , but they in whom Chriſt is re- 
vealed know him to be a Spirit , as the Apoſtle ſaid , and 
ſo ic is written, The firſt man Adam was made a living ſoul, 


.the laſt Adam was made a quickening Spirit , 1 Corin. 15. 45+ 


(mark) that you may {ce how carnal the Baptiſts are. 

Another Bapriſt ar the aforementioned meeting afhrmed, 
That Chriſt aud God was not one, 

Anſw>. This is altogether contrary to theſe Scriptures which 
are Chriſts own words, read theſe Scriptures in the light and 
youneed no farther proof, I and my Father are one, Foh.tc. 
30, Holy Father keep through thine own name thoſe whom 
thou haſt given me , that they may be one as we are, 7oh.17. 
11, and now people may ſee with thelight that is riſen in the 
conſcience how theſe Baptiſts hath ſeparated themſelves 
ſenſual, having not the Spirit, Jude 19. 

And when thele Baptiſts were juſtly charged with confu- 
ſion, for ſpeaking three or four together to one of us, Mat- 
thew Caffin ſaid to Foſeph Fuce, it was to make him ſilent 3 
and allo when Matthew Caffin was required to prove what he 
had accuſed us of , or elſe {he had proved himſelf a falſe 
accuſer ; then Matthew CaffinBapriſt Teacher ſaid, they were 
fain to cavil hard with us, and many ſuch like ſwellmg words 
and. boaſting falſe accuſations and affirmations againſt the 
truth and us that own it 3 but their proud boaſting words 
beingſo unſavoury , I ſhall not meddle with them all, they 
are too many, but thoſe that are ſo much _=—__ the truth, 
1 am conſtrained to anſwer for the truths ſake, and in the 
Power of the Spirit did I juſtifie the truth againſt its gain- 
ſayers to their faces, and then they fled into confuſion -and 
cavilling, making uſe of that to make us filent, (as Matthew 
Caffin (a1d)) and all thatdoth underſtand the Scriptures of 
truth knoweth ſuch there were, and ſuch there are, as Peter 
ſaid, There ſhall be falſe Teachers among you , who privily 
ſhall bring in damnable hereftes , even denying the Lord that 
boughtthem , and bring upon themſelves (wift deſtru&ion , 
2 P:t.2. 1- Now if their hearts ſhould be vexed, becauſe their 


Exek, 349 folly is ſo manifeſted openly , they may blame themſelves, 


for theſe damnable herehies were taken from their own 
mouchs 


nt &-- | 
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mouths at the meeting aforementioned, and moſt of them 

were affirmed by Matther» Caffin one of their chief Teachers , 
whoſaid, they were fain to cavil hard, and uſe confulion ro 

make us lilent; who did then as at other tunes earneſtly 
contend for the Faith which was once delivered untu the Jade 3. 
Saints 3 but now mark what James ſaid, But if ye have bitter, 
envying and ſtrife in your hearts , glory not and ſy? not again't the 

truth, this wiſdom deſcendeth not from above, but is earthly, ſenſual, 
deviliſhf,, or where envying and ſtrife is, there is conf. ſion and every 

evil work, \ames 3. 14g 15,16. And thoſe Baptiſts were found 
boaſting themſelves envioufly, and cavilling hard, and in 
confulion, as Matthew Caffin ſaid, and gloried into his own 
ſhame, and the reſt of the Baptiſts that reliſt the truth, ler ic 

be eſpecially to them that were with him and did not reprove 
him; ſuch as is here menticned and anſwered, have they : 
often brought forth ſince they oppoſed the light and gain» 
ſayed the truth, and ſo by their fruits are they known unto 
thoſe that do not wilfully reſiſt the light.

More of the Baptiſts Principles declared and affirmed 
by Matthew Caffin (Baptiſt Teacher) at another 
time and place, as is hereafter mentioned, at Chz- 


chefter upon the 3cth day of the 2d month, 1659. 


Mis Caffn affirmed , That Chriſt and his Spirit was di- 
ſtin@ one from the other 5 and at a Meeting at Henry Co- 
peſes at Ellſted in Surrey hedeclared and ſtood to athrm the 
ſame thing again before many people at that Meeting, 

Anſw. Here this deceiver goeth about to divide Chriſt, or 
to make people believe there isa dead Chriſt withour a <pirit, 
for Fames ſaith, The body without the Spirit is dead, James 2.26. 
and Chriſt ſaid, Lapates for evermore , Rev. 1. iS, and this 
deceiver hath falfly ſaid , we deny the Reſurre&ion 3 but 
now it is fallen upon his own head, for if Chriſts body were 
without a Spirit, then were it dead according to the Apoſtles 
Words, and if he were dead without a Spirit (according to 
the Baptiſts do&rine) then were henot riſen; ſo in effe&t 
C3 he 
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he hath plainly denied the Reſurre&ion , but if thouſands 
ſhould deny him , yer he abideth fairhful and lives forever 


you may rake notice there wereſuch that came among © 


Corinthians that were in contention,and Part asked them whes: 
ther Chriſt were divided ? or was Par! crucified for them, 
as if one might be as poſſible as the other; but of a truth 
Chriſt is not divided , but he is both Lord andChriſt, and 
the Lord is that Spirit which proceeded from the Father, 
and went again unto the Father, and heand the Father is 
one , and all that doth truly and righcly know thele things, 
they muſt be converted into the light firſt , for great is the 
Myſtery of Godlineſs. And now if there be any ſo wilful as 
not to believe that Matthew Caffin 1s a deceiver , by all theſe 
fore-mentioned frmts of his , which are ſufficient proofes, 
(mark) then ſee how 1/i//iam Feffery one of his chief brethren 
proves plainly that Matth-w Caffin is led by the (piric of An» 
tichriſt, and 1ga very deceitful ſecret way denies Chriſt come 
in the tlegſh, bur that ignorant envious man William Feffrry did 
intend that ſhould have been a proof againſtus, bur it dorh 
not at all concern us , for all people that hath heard and 
rightly underſtood our Dottrine of Chrift and his Spiric, 
(which is in his body) they know we have declared Chriſt co 
be a quickening Spirit in his body , andalſo ro be the head 
of the Church , which is his body, asthe Scripcures faith , 
Col. 1.

book with cheir names toi, inthe 68 pag.lWillian Jeffery 
his words chiefly is to prove them ro be led by che ſpirit of 
errour , and theſpirit of Antichriſt (ma1k) rhar preach up 
the Spirit of Chriſt apart from the body or fleſh of Chriſt, 
(and as it is before ſer down )Marth:w Caffin did ſeveral times 
fay andaftirm, that Chriſt and hs Spirit was diſtin& one 
from the other, and ſo the one of thete proves the other on

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bea deceiver, (mark)W:ll:am Garry his words in the 62.page 
of that book { called the decerving Quakers dilcovered ) how 
plainly he proves his brothera deceiver, and alio himſelf and 
the reit of the Bapriſts, who do generally believe and lay thar 
the body or ficſh of Chriſt is above the skies , m {ome place 
they call Heaven, and his Spiritin them which hath been 
dipt in water, this is generally held forth by them, and fo it 
is plain they do ſay the Spiric of Chriſtis in them apart from 
the body , which they ſay is above theskies in Heavenz but 
if it were as they ſay, then hath William Jeffery overthrown 
their whole faith (whichis vain) & proved them all deceived 
and deceivers as well as himſelf and Matthew Caffn 5 bur 
with the light all moderate people may fee theſe Bapriſts ro 
be in the nighe (and not ro havea Viton) 'that could uot

poor Souls, but after the Fathers: love is manifetted nnto 
chem, andthey reje&it, then'T may ſay as the Apoltle faid , 
But if any be ignorant let bim be ignorant,. 1 Cor 1:. 38 
Ar a Meeting at Covole the 28th of the 6th month, 1659. 
the afore-mentioned Matthew Caffin(BaptiſtTeacher Jatiirmed, 
That Chriſt doth not come in ws, that is, in their bodies; and heal- 
ſo ſaid, He denied that to be Chriſt that was m people, and many 
words to that effect. | 
Anſw, Theſe Baptiſts chief Principles are to deny the 
true Chiiſt , at the Meerings where they come, and 
that exceeding boldly and impudently , as all ſober peo- 
ple may fee that reads this with the leaſt meature of lighe; 
for chat was the true Chriſt which all the true Pro» 
Phers bore witneſs of, and thar Mvſes writ of to come amongtt 
the people, and he did proceed from God, and dwelt amongit 
his Duiciples, and they beheld his glory, the glory, as of the 
onely begctten of the Father full of grace and truth, and he 
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told hif®Diſciples, he dwellech with you and (hall be in you, Juha 14. 3 


for ſaid he, T will not leave you comportleſs , I will come to Jt . 
ohn 
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\ Chriſt did come and dwell with his Diſciples in the form of 
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John 14. 17, 18. and this was the true Chriſt the lighe of the 
world, and the eye of the body, who proceeded from the 
Father , and went unto the Father, and come again 
unto the Diſciples, which waired to know him: that was 
ro come and be in them, and he did come to them 
withn, and the Antichrifts came unto them withoue , but 
greater was he that was in them, then he that was in the 
world, or they thar were without them, and ſo by his power 
in them they withſtood the falſe prophets and Antichriſts, 
and then went they intothe world, 1 Fobn 4. ;. but Chriſt 
the Son whom the Father ſent ro be the Saviour of the 
world, was then come again according to his former promiſe, 
and was in them and they in him, as it was ſaid in obs 14, 
2c, and if you that read this , do not believe he did come 
again ſo ſoon to them, ſee what John ſaith, And we know the 
Son of God is come , and hath given us an underſtanding , that we 
may know him that is true , and we arein him that is true , ev'n in 
his Son Feſus Chriſt , this is the true God and Eternal life , 1 John 
$8.20. . and (o the Scriptures teſtite of - him to come and be 
in his Diſciples,and they in him; but che Bapriſts ſaith plain- 
ly, heis not come 1n their bodies, and that is the ground 
why they are ſo inraged like the troubled Sea , becauſe they 
have reſiſted him that ſaid, Bebold,T ſtand at the door and knock, 
if any man hear my voice and open the door , I will come into him , 
Rev. 3, 20. butthe Baptiſts hath kept him our, and ſo are 
Reprobates coricerning the Faith which he worketh in them 
that receive him at: his coming3 and the Apoſtles bid the 
Corinthians examine themſelves whether they were in the 
Faith , Prove yorr own ſelves , know you not your own ſclves how 
that Feſws Chriſt is in you except you be Reprobates ? 2 Cor. 13. 5+ 
and now all may ſee that they were Reprobates that did not 
know Jeſus Chriſt in them, and ſo are theſe Baptiſts now 
that do not know Jeſus Chrift in them,and now is it ſeen and 
proved plainly that theſe Baptiſts are led by the ſpirit of An- 
tichriſt in a reprobate ſtate , not confeſſing Chritt to be come 
in the fleſh, but Conyrng Nia in thenxſel ves, which is the ve- 
ry cauſe why they ſo wilfully refit and gainſay him in others, 
where he-i$ come up a {ſwift witneſs againſt ynrighteouſneſs ; 
and ſo accordingto the Scriptures it is proved that the true 
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the fleſh, and did go away unto the Father, and came again 
unto his Diſciples according to his promiſe , and they knew 
he was comein them to dwell , but this was nor afrer the 
fleſh, for they were to know him ſo no more, bur as he ap- 
peared, they were toſee himas he is, x Fobn 2, 2. andrhey 
did know him come in them a quickning Spirit, for by him 
were they quickned who had been dead m treſpailes and (ins, 
he that reads with the light may underſtand.

Howbeit for this cauſe T obtained mercy, that in me firt Feſus Chriſt 
might ſhew forth all long=(uffering , for a pattern to them which 
ſhould bereafter believe on him to life everlajting, 1 Tim. 1. 16. here 
the Apoſtle ſpeaks of the true Chriſt ſuffering in him, and 
firlt co ſhew it forth for a pattern (mark that) and Par! told 
the Galathians what a perſecutor he had been of thole that 
preached in the Name of Chriſt, while he was among the pro- 
telling Jews; Bvt when it pleaſed God who ſeparated me from my 
mothers womb , and called me by his gace to reveal his Son in me , 
that I might preach him ammng the Heathen , Gal. 1.15, 15. and 
Chrift was in them the Hope of Glory; and che Apoſtle 
ſaid, Little children of whom I travel in birth again until Chriſt be 
formed in you, Gal. 4. 12, and again the Apolile (aid, But that 
with all boldneſs, as alwayes, ſo now alſo Chriſt ſhall be magnified in 
my body, whether it be by life or by death, Philip. 1. 20. and God 
was their Father, who was above all, and through all, and in 
them all , and Chrilt was at the right hand of God in them 
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ail, and Chriſt hve in Pas, <F he ſaid , The life that T wow 
live in the fleſb, I live by the Faith of the Son of God, Galatr. 2. 20. 
Many more Scriptures might be brought to prove that Chriſt 
was 1m people, whom the Father ſenr tobe the onely Saviour 
of theworld ; and that was the 'true Chrift which was in 
them ,, and they were in him as 7obr (aid, He's come that is 
friue,, aud we are in him that is true ', ever in his Sou Feſis Chrilt , 
» John 5. 20. but theſe Baprifts have denied hun to be the 
Chriſt, And them will be eny before his Father whichis in Heeven, 
Matth.1o 33. Andfo you may ſee how the Baptiſts preacherh 
Chriſt in words , but now when they are rried they deny 
him to be come m them,and alto deny him in'atlothers; and 
now # may befaid by ſome (that are ignorant of the things 
of God) that Chriſt did fay unto his Diſciples , He world 20 
away and come to then agam-, and be in them; and that the A- 
tle (aid , He mas come',” aut mas in them; but yer they 
peak of his coming to Judgement, and alſo of their waiting 
for him until he did come , and alt chis is true. | 
I hall anſwer it m fhore for thetruths ſake; all that did 
wait and watch ina.readineſs for his coming in them,- they 
knew his appearance in ther, and alſo the Refurre&ion 
from the dead without, for he was manifeſt with them and 
revealed in them, and they preached him fo to.come in like 
manner uato others; and the Apoſtte bid rhem watch and 
waic for his coming, and the Apoſties rhemfſelves did meet 
with ſuch, and wait with them for his coming, and hoped 
to fee him appear-in them 'm due time unto whom he had 
been preached, and among whom they had laboured ; and 
the Apoſtle Par ſaid , My little children of whom Ttravel in birth 
again until Chrift be formed in you, Gal, 4.

dipt, if you were ſure God did require it of you, who have 
thought or dothink water-baptiſm and breaking of outward 
bread had been commands of Chrift co his Diſciples afcer his 
Reſurre&ion,and ſoto all behievers after the Apoltles deceale, 

And now in the fear of the Lord lend your ear and hear- 
ken diligently chat your Souls may live, forin true love and 
pitty unto your poor Souls do I write unto you of thele 
things, even as it hath been manifeſted unto mein the light 
which gives the true kaowledge of the things of God unto 
they that are ſpiritual; And by the Revelation of the Spi- 
rit I have pexfe&t knowledge given unto me of thoſe rhings 
which the natural man doth wot know, becaule they are {pi- 
ritually diſcerned, and revealed by the Spirit unte the Chil- 
drenof the Lord , tothe praiſeand glory of our God, and 
to the comfort of their Souls which are redeemed out of 
death., to re,oyce in God the Sgviour for ever.

ſee the Baptiſts are gone into” Opmions and Setts like the 
Priefls, ſome for one thing and tome foranother , one Set 
for free Will and another for Election (as they ealt them) 
and another Se& of them are among the ſhadows and figures 
obſerving the ſeventh dayes for their {abbath', which God 
cave into the Children of Lract for a' ſign', Ezek, 70. 12. 
and the Apoſtle faid unto the Colofians , Let no man therefore 
Judge you mn meat or in drink, # in refpe@t of an holy day, or of the 
new Moon , or of the Sabbath day , which are a ſhadow of things to 
ceme, but the body is of Chriſt, Colo.

received the Holy Ghoſt ſince ye believed ? and they ſaid 
unto him ; we have not ſomuch as heard whether there be 
any holy Ghoſt ; and Paul ſaid unto them , unto what then 
were you baptized? and they ſaid unto Fobns Baptiſm; then

the Name of the Lord, and Phi{ip Baptized the Eunuch in 
waterg, but che name of the Father Son and Holy Ghoſt is 
not mentione>there,ſee Atis 8.38. (o it is plain there is a de- 
ſtin&ion and great difference between water Baptiſm , and 
the Bapciſm of the ſpirit , oryn the name that faveth, bur 
ſome may lay there was water ſpoken of, and praiſed by 
ſome, I fay yes,they did in their freedom uſe water baptiſm, 
which was Johns Miniſtration, and Paul (who was not be- 
hinde che very chiefeſt Apoſtle j for he {aid he laboured more 
then them all, yet not I (faid he) but the Grace of God 
which was in him, and he did Baptize Criſps and Gairs and 
alſo the houſhold of Stephanys he baptized, but yet tie thanks * 
God he baptized no more of thaw. Hr he (aid Chriſt ſent biu 
not to baptize, bur to Preach the Goſpel, 1 Cor.1.17.and now 
it iS plain if it could be proved that ſome of the Apoſtles were 
ſent to Baprize with water, that would be nothing to chem 
now that {peak of baptizing with water, for what would that 
be to thoſe Baptiſts which dippeth in water now,ſfeeing Paul, 
(who after them that Chriſt ſpake to in Mat.2s,) was made 
an able Miniſter of the Goſpel by the Revelation of Chriſt 
in him , and Chriſt ſent him among the Gentzles or heathen, 
not to Preach up wacer Baptiſm, and ſo to bring them into 
the water,(mark) but ro Preach the Name of Chriſt among 
the Gentiles , and to bring them intothe name which (aved 
them , and fo alk people that doth underſtand thole things 
may (ee all chat ever the Baptiſts-have done is but by imme- 
tation according to their imaginations , for if that which 
the Baptiſts bring for the proof of their command to Bup- 
tize did not reach unto Pau! , who was fo eminent , ſurely 
ic doth not reach unto thele Baptiſts , but Par! did Circum- 
cile , and- baptize by permiſton for a time as it doth ap- 
pear, that he might win the more out of thoſe old things 
(which was to paſſe away) unto Chriſt that maketh old chings 
away,and then the new creature is witnelled which availzch, 
for ic 18 ſaid neither Circumcifion nor uncircumcilion avail- 
ech but a new creatures Gal.5.15, and fo people may under- 
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ſtand whereforg Paul (as wel - IFER. did, baptize,although 
they might not be ſentro Baptize nor Circumciſe , yet he 
did both , for he became all things to all that he mighe 
win ſome our of all, unto: Chrift che end of all things, 
that was to ſtand but their time, but when the Baptiſts were 
1n {trife, one for Pazrl and others for Apollo and Cephas , bur 
then they were carnal, 1 Cr.3. 3. and then Perl told thoſe 
Bapcitts plainly he was not ſent to Baptize, '1 Cor.1.17, and 
tome went to tubvert thole believers (that were turned from 
among the Gentiles nnto God) laying they mult be Circum- 
ciſed after the manner of Moſes , orelle they could not be 
ſaved , but when the Apoſtles. and Elders , and brethren, 
and the whole Church was met together at Jeruſalem Cand 
when they had conf: rred about the matter, 1t ſeemed good 
unto the Holy Ghoſt and unto them to write letters and 
ſend them with choſen men , unto Ar'ioch, and this was the 
fubſtance (which is thexe mentioned) of their letrers, to let 
them know, they gave no ſuch command for Circumciſion, 
or ſuch things,(mark) and how they laid no greater burden 
upon them chen theſe necef{ary things,(aying that if ye abſtain 
from meats offered to Idols,and from blood, and from things 
ftrangled and from fornication, from which if you keep your 
ſelves, ye ſhall dowell, fare ye well, Ads 15. 2g. and here 
you may. ſee there was neither Circumciftion , nor obſerving 
the ſeventh day for a Sabbath , neither water Baptiſm or any 
ſuch chings laid upon the Church that from among the Gen« 
tiles were turned unto God, neither by the Holy Ghoſt, nor 
the general Aſſembly of Saints at Feryſalem , and therefore 
if any come among the peoplenow, to cry up Circumciſion 
or water Baptiſm to be a command of Chriſt to us, becauſe 
there was Circumciſion with hands and water Baptiſm 
pra&iced before Chriſts ReſurreQion,. and after hy the Apo- 
ftles, yer the Scripture ſaith no greater burthen then theſe 
neceſlary things before mentioned in As 15. for we (ce now 
the Circumciſion is that of the heart, and the Baptiſm is 
with the ſpirit in the name which ſaves, and ſo now there is 
noneed of thoſe old outward things becauſe the end of them 
is come within , which is Chriſt the better hope, and his 
Baptiſm is with the ſpirit into the one body,and. his gk

cifion is of the heart and —_ and ſo he fitteth the true wore 
ſhippers to worſhip the Father in the ſpirit and in the truth, 
and ſuch are built upon the Rock (which the gates of Hell 
cannot prevail againſt ) and therefore cannor Le moved 
when the ſe&s of the Baptiſts or Prieſts,or they of the Circum- 
cilion comes like the troubled Seas foaming out their own 
ſhame againſt che Lamb and his followers who gers the victory 
over all through ſufferings, and blefled are all chole thac 
waiteth in the patience faithful uncorthe end, 

And now concerning outward bread and wine , which the 
Papiſts and the ſeveral Sets of the Prieſts , and likewiſe the 
Secs of the Baptiſts uſe concerning and pertaining to their 
worſhip,ſome calling of it the Sacrament, and ſome the 
Lords Supper, and every one ufeth thoſe good creatures 
according to their vain imaginations,and every Selt of them 
counts their own way right, to uſe bread and wine and 
water,concerning their worſhip both Papiſts and Bapriſts, and 
all the other Secs of Prieſts which cry up vilible things to 
be Ordinances of Chriſt pertainingro their worſhip, 2nd ſuch 
worſhips now is not the true worſhip cf the true God the 
Father,for he is and ought to be worſhipped in the Spiric and 
in thetruth; and all that are out of the Spirit in the viſible 
bread and wine & water, they are the falſe worſhippers, both 
Papiſts and other SeCts as well as they, for they are all (ub- 
je& co the creatures more then to the Creator, who is wor- 
ſhipped in Spirit and in truth, and all] the Statutes and Ordi- 
nances(afterthe fall into the cranſgreſſion)in reference to vi- 
lible things pertaining to theWorthip of Ged in thoſe forms, 
was ordained in time tor to ſtand their time as ſhadows,types 
& figures of good things to come in due time, and the end of 
all choſe things did come, and thoſe that did not know the 
end of all thole things come, to redeem the mind to God in 
due time (mark | they Idolized them, and they were their 
Idols, fet up out of their time by the Idolarrous worlhippers, 
for in due cime God ſent forth his Son , (a more excellent 
way) a newand living way , and they that received him in 
due time he changed them out of the old things which had 
their time to be fec up and to ſtand until fulfilled, and chen 
it was time for them to fall and have an end when Chriſt 
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had beenin them, and flies them, and was come ont of 
them again , and then will-worſhippers chey ſought to hold 
them up out of their time, and thereby drew people from 
Chriſt into thoſe rhings ; but Chrift called out of rhole things 
ro take: up the Croſs and follow him who fulfilled thoſe 
things , and he ſent (thoſe that followed him) forth to calf 
others, which were withour ready to periſh with thole things, 
and therefore to come into the Fathers houſe, for all things 
were ready there,& they that would not forſake thoſe things 
and come into Chriſt where all things was ready,they ſhould 
not taſte of the Supper; and it is (aid as they were eating, 
Jeſus tock bread and bleſſedit , and brake it , and gave it unto his 
Diſciples, and ſaid , Take eat, this is my body,and he took the Cup 
and gave thanks , and youe it tothem , ſaying, Drink ye all ofit , 
for this is my blood of the New Teſtament which is ſhed for many , 
for the remiſſion of ſins, Matth, 26, 26. 1Cor. 11. 24. 

And now both Papiſts and Baptiſts, and many other car- 
nal-minded people imagineth that bread and the cup of Bleſ- 
ling to be outward breadand wine, and therefore they will 
be eating and drinking outward bread and wine , and when 
they have been asked to prove their praQice to be a Com- 
mand of Chriſt by the Scripture, then they have runta 
thoſe Scriptures as if they would have proved ſomething for 
them , but we find choſe Scriptures to be againſt them , for 
there 3t is ſaid in Matth. 76. » Cor. 11. The Bread was his body 
which was broken for them ,” and the Ci.p was his blood which was 
ſhed for the remiſſion of ſins , but the natural man doth not know the 


* things of God , becauſe they are ſpiritvally diſcerned, 1 Cor. 2 1 ;. 


and ſothey eat viſible creatures, and do not dicern the Lords 
Body; now the viſible bread and drink is for the ſatisfy- 
img the hunger and thirſt of the viſible body , being tecei- 
ved in the fear of the Lord; but the bread of life, and the 
fruit ofthe heavenly Wine doth ſatisfie the hungry Sou},and 
the immortal Soul that hungereth and thirſterh after righ- 
teonſneſs cannot be' ſatisfied without that Bread- of Life 
and Blood which Chriſt gave unto his Diſciples, and with the 
light you may eaſily perceive that provedto be the ſpiritual 
meat , forChriſt ſaid, I am the Bread which came down from 
Heaven , John 6.41. but that troubled the profeſling Jews, 
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even as our words of Truth doth crouble both Papiſts and 
the reſt of the Seas that uſe viſible bread, and fer chat in 
| ſtead of the ifvilible Bread of God- which came down from 
Heaven and gives life unto the world, Job 6. 35. and when 
| we ſay the bread and drink which Chrilt gave unco his Dilci- 
| ples was his body and blood according tothe Scriptures,chen 
| they wonder, and ſome of them hath ſaid, how could hegive 
| them his body roecat and drink? andiuch was the Jews car- 
j nal reaſon, when Chriſt ſaid, The bread that I will give, is my John 5.52 
| fleſh; then the Jews trove among themſelves, ſaying, How 
can this man give us his fleſh to eat ? then Jeſus fatd unto them, 
| Verily, verily I ſay unto you, except ye eat the fleſh of the Sox of man, 
and drink his blood, you have no life in you, John 6. 51, 52, 53, 
but this was a hard ſaying unto the Jews , and altioto the 
Diſciples thar looked without at tlie fleth and blood that was 
viſible, infomuch that many were offended and went back, 
and walked no more with Jeſus, for he ſaid unto them, Doth 
this offend you * What and if you (hall fee the Son of 
man aſcend up where he was before , it 15 the Spirit that 
quickneth, the fleſh profiteth nothing, the words that I ſpeak 
unto you they are Spirit, and theyare Lite , verſ. 53, and 
ſo he did give his body and blood,and life unto his Diſciples, 
as he (aid in Matth. 26, for he had life in himſelf to give Jobn $.25 
unto whom he would, and unto this agree thoſe Scriptures 
which ſpeaketh of heavenly and ſpiritual gifrs that were 
given unto the Saints which were to feed the flock of God 
with rhat which they had received, and they did feed ſome 
with the milk of the Word that were as new born babes,and ,... .. 
ſome with ſtrong meat as they were able to bear itz and fo Heb p 2. 
they broke bread, or devided the Word aright as good ftew- 
ards of the manifold grace of God, 1 Pet, 4, 10 and (othat 
which they received of the Lord they miniſtred unto others ' 77.4: 
according to their gift or ability, as Parl ſaid (after he had ** 
asked the Corinthians whether they had not houſes to eat and 
to drink in) For T have received of the Lord that which alſo I dee 
livered unio you, 1 Cor. 11. 23-. and they had received the 
word of reconciliation, and the life and cruth ic ſelf, and 
that they declared and delivered aright according to every 
ones ability, and ſo they break bread from houſe to houſe as 4% 2,46. 
the 
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the Scripture ſaith , Aid they kept the Feaſt, but nit with the 
leaven of malice and wickedneſs , but with thenuleavencd bread of 
ſincerity and truth, + Cor. 1. %. and this was their manner of 
breaking of bread , or miniſtring ſpiritual chings , who did 
not handle the Word of God deceirfully, bur devided thac 
aright which they had (een,taſted and handled, which was 
good unto them, whoſe afte&ions were (et upon things above 

thoſe natural things which the natural man lookech at. 
Now you may ſee there is not a word in Scripture that ever 
Chriſt or theApoſtles did Command breaking of outward vi- 
{ible bread,but Chriſt whoſe Word: were Spirit & Life )ſaid, 
I am the bread that came down from Heaven, that a man may eat of 
and not dy? ; again he ſaid,Except ye eat the fleſh of the Son of man 
and drink, his blood, ye have no life in yu, John 4. and the true 
worſhippers worſhip the Father in Spirit and in crutch , and 
he that eateth of Chriſts body (the bread of Life } ſhall live 
by him,ſaid Chriſt, Fohn 6. 57. and he ſaid the bread that he 
brake and gave to his Diſciples was his body, and the cup was 
his blood which he gave them, then (mark ) whathetha , 
But I ſay unto yor, T will not drink;henceforth of this fruit of the vine 
until that day when I drinkit new with you in my Fathers Kingdom, 
John i5. 7. and he that will drink of the fruit of this vine 
with Chriſt, muſt firſt come into the Kingdom of God, for 
there is the Throne and Table of the Lord known; and 
when one of them that ſate at meat with him heard thele 
things, he ſaid unto hiny, Bleſſed is he that ſhall eat bread in the 
Kingdom of Grd , Luke 14. 14, Here it ſpeaks of eating- and 
drinking in the Kingdom of God, but the natural Jews and 
Bapriſts doth not know how thoſe things ſhould be, becauſe 
rhey are ſpiritually diſcerned, and ſothey deceivetheinlelves 
and others, that ſet up and*ry up viſtble things in the room 
of that which is invifible, and ſuch beguile people in a vo- 
luntary humility , incruding into thoſe things which they 
have not ſeen , vainly pnft up by their fleſhly, earthly and 
ſenſual knowledge , and not holding the head , ſuch che A» 
poltle Par [peaks of to the Cloſrans, that they might be- 
ware of them, ſaying, I herefore if ye be dead with Chriit from 
the rudiments of the world , wvhy as though living in the world are 
ye ſubjed to Ordinances # touch not , aſte not , haxdle not , meh 
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all are to peri with the uſing after the commandments and doCirines 
of men,which pen 1 have indeed a ſhew of wiſdom, in will-worſhip 
and hmility, and neglefi of the body, Col 2, And fo in love 
and pirtty unto poor Souls have I freely declared and rightly 
proved that which firſt I received of the Lord in the Lighe 
which gives the right underſtanding , he that can receive 
them, let him do it freely in the Light. 
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
